An investigation to determine whether any "bribery or other illegality'’ 
accompanied examinations or licensing by professional and occupational 
boards is proposed by Representative Oeorge L, Baugher, of Aspers, 
Adams county's member in the lower house of the 
Legislature. 
Mr. Baugher introduced a resolution in the house 
Tuesday afternoon calling for a sweeping investiga­ 
tion of the charges of alleged bribery. 
While the resolution does not specify specific 
cases The Gettysburg Times has learned, from a re­ 
liable source, that Mr Baugher’s resolution was in­ 
duced by charges of alleged bribery of applicants for 
licenses as barbers. 
Specific Case 
The Times was also informed, from a reliable 
source, that a Gettysburg apprentice barber had been 
solicited for a $25 bribe after he had taken an exami­ 
nation for a barbers license. 
The Informant also 
stated that the local apprentice paid a $25 
that soon after he received his license. 
The alleged bribe action is said to have taken place in the lobby 
of 
a Harrisburg hotel shortly after the apprentice, along with several other 
apprentices, had completed his examination

Washington, April 8 (AT)—A general withdrawal of the 
American-Filipino forces in Bataan to new defensive positions 
because of Japanese penetration of their line was announced 
today by the War department. 
The troops tinder Lieutenant General Jonathan M. Wain­ 
wright withdrew last night to “a previously prepared defen­ 
sive position,” a communique said, in order to rectify the 
penetrated line. 
Officials said there was no immediate indication of the 
extent of the withdrawal, but it apparently was accomplished 
in orderly fashion. 
The Japanese, with greatly superior 
j forces numerically, have been hammering constantly at the 
line since Saturday, supported by tanks, heavy artillery fire, 
and aerial bombardment and strafing of the defending troops. 
Yanks Are Prepared 
A break through in the line has been expected by officials 
here since the major assault started five days ago, and appar­ 
ently General Wainwright had prepared a new line before 
the concentrated assaults of the enemy could convert the 
break into a disastrous rout.

It’s no more than 150 or 
200 miles, but jungles th a t can be 
traversed only by hacking a path 
and a m ountain range of 4,000 to 
5,000 feet elevation lie in the path 
—not to m ention any natives who 
m ight suddenly acquire a liking for 
Japanese heads. 
Ill treatm ent of the natives started 
with the G erm an occupation, W hit­ 
ing declares, and when the Aus­ 
tralians took over they had little 
luck in trying to straighten out the 
situation. 
"You can’t blame the Australians 
very much, because they were doing 
the best they could,’’ he says.
